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The Canada Year Book of 1940 was recently released for distribu- 
tion. The edition gives a picture of Canada once again at war. The 
special features include a résumé of Canada’s war effort during the 
first ten months of hostilities and a review of economic development 
under the altered circumstances. Our forest and mineral resources in 
relation to war requirements also receive special] treatment. Other 
sections are introduced regarding the Power Resources, Agriculture, 
Marketing, Legislation, the National Harbours Board, Royal Cana- 
dian Mint, and Scientific and Industrial Research. The price of the 
volume, consisting of more than 1,200 pages is $1.50. Paper bound 
copies for ministers, bona fide students and school teachers may be 
obtained at 50 cents each. 
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BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN OCTOBER 


Economic conditions as measured by an average of six major factors, 
recorded betterment in October over the preceding month. The striking change 
was the marked increase in bank deposits. This factor rose sharply at the 
beginning of the month, reaching after seasonal adjustment, a level practically 
equivalent to that of the beginning of February. At that time a maximum in 
the history of Canadian banking was recorded. 

Common stock prices showed recession in October from the temporary 
peak reached in the preceding month. The impact of the War is reflected in the 
movement of speculative prices. An advance in stocks was shown during the 
first two months of hostilities, while a considerable reaction occurred during 
May and June. A moderate rally has occurred since that time, but the present 
position is greatly below the line of inter-war trend and also below the average 
for the base year of 1926. 

The upward drift in wholesale prices continued in October but the level 
has been remarkably steady since the beginning of the year. The most spec- 
tacular change in recent years was recorded during the last four months of 1939. 
Despite that advance, the level during 1940 has been somewhat below that of 
1937. 

While high-grade bond prices recorded marked reaction during the first 
month of war, the subsequent trend has been in an upward direction. The 
present level is practically equivalent to that of the early months of 1938. 

Business operations showed recession in October from the maximum reached 
in the preceding month. The factors indicating the trend of mineral production 
were mainly reactionary in the month under review. Base metals were handled 
in lesser volume and silver shipments to external points receded from 1,383,000 
fine ounces to 1,163,000. The output of coal was 1,708,000 tons against 1,343,000, 
but the increase was less than normal for the season. 

The production of foodstuffs in manufacturing plants was greatly expanded 
in October, the index rising from 120 to 131. The flour milling industry operated 
at a greater percentage of capacity. The manufacture of sugar was 92-2 
million pounds against 71-3 million. The index of inspected slaughterings was 
227 against 206, advances having been shown in the thre emain divisions. 
Slaughterings of hogs were 631,000 head against 438,000, the index advancing 
about 30 points to 291. The recession in the production of creamery butter 
was less than normal for the season, leading to an increase in the index from 139 
to 148. The consumption of raw cotton, indicating conditions in the textile 
industry, showed an advance slightly greater than normal for the season, 
The total was 16-7 million pounds against 14-3 million in September. 

The forestry industry on the whole was less active than in the preceding 
month. Newsprint production, however, showed a minor increase after seasonal 
adjustment, the total having been 309,957 tons against 282,322. The export of 
planks and boards receded from 277 million feet to 241 million. The assembly 
of automobiles, including vehicles for war purposes, rose from 15,475 to 21,151, 
the advance having been less than normal for the season. The new business 
obtained by the construction industry dropped off sharply in October, the total 
having been $26-4 million against $52-3 million. Carloadings amounted to 
280,641 against 252,425, the index advancing from 81-9 to 83-1. 

The second estimate of Canada’s wheat crop for 1940 was 547-2 million 
bushels, a decline of 13-9 million bushels from the first estimate of production 
issued on September 4th. The lower estimate was primarily due to the smaller 
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crop indicated for Alberta on the basis of threshing returns. Alberta’s crop is 
now estimated at 190 million bushels, a reduction of 13 million from the preceding 
estimate. The Saskatchewan estimate remained unchanged at 260 million 
bushels and Manitoba’s crop was placed at 70 million bushels or 1 million below 
the first estimate. The area sown to fall wheat was estimated at 555,000 
acres, a decline of 32 p.c. as compared with 816,000 acres in 1939. The condition 
at October 31 was reported at 91 p.c. of the long-time average yield per acre 
compared with 98 p.c. one year ago. 

Agreements between Britain and Canada for enlarged sales of Canadian 
bacon, cheese and other food products amounting to $105-7 million and pros- 
pective continued large exports of wheat, were recently reported. The minimum 
deliveries under the new contract would amount to $67-3 million of Wiltshire 
bacon and $2 million for by-products. The cheese contract provides for 
delivery of 112 million pounds at 14-4 cents a pound at Montreal. Arrangements 
were made to sell in the same market over $12 million worth of fresh and canned 
fish. Canned fruits and honey to a total value of $4-5 million were also con- 
tracted for. 

The reduction in farm debts amounting to $85-3 million was effected since 
1934 as a result of the operations of the Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement Act. 
Since the inception of the Act, 46,077 farmers had made application to have 
their debts adjusted and 40,440 cases had been reviewed. The total debts 
involved amounted to $234-9 million. An annual benefit to farmers of, $6-6 
million in the form of interest reduction had been effected. 

Providing for defence purposes, additional water is now being diverted at 
Niagara Falls for generation of electric energy. The water diversion was 
agreed to conditional upon the Province of Ontario diverting an equal amount of 
water from the Albany River basin into the Great Lakes system. The require- 
ment having been met a diversion of 5,000 cubic feet of water per second at 
Niagara was authorized. 

Canadian newsprint mills operated at 81-5 p.c. of capacity in October, an 
increase of 10-3 p.c. over a yearago. Shipments to the United States consumers 
amounted to 213,705 tons compared with 218,989 tons in September. Canadian 
production for the ten-month period at 2,883,562 tons exceeded the period’s 
shipments by only 10,800 tons. 

Canada’s forest products exported during October continued to show a 
substantial increase over the same month one year ago. But in reflection of the 
rise in shipments following the outbreak of war, the margin of improvement was 
the second smallest in the year. The gain was 21 p.c. compared with 64-3 
p.c. in September, 53 p.c. in August and 71-3 p.c. in July. 

It was announced on October 29, that a plant was under construction in 
the Province of Quebec for the purpose of producing 500-pound aerial bombs. 
The normal output of the plant was forecast at 100,000 bombs per year. The 
long-range program will eventually embrace all sizes and types of bombs for 
which there is a demand. They will range in weight from 40 to 1,000 pounds 
and from the common high explosive bombs to aerial projectiles capable of 
piercing heavy armour plate. 

The volume of retail trade in September was unchanged from August 
having been 3 p.c. below September 1939. The average for the first nine months 
of 1940, however, was 14-7 p.c. higher than the corresponding period of last 
year. The unadjusted index of wholesale sales in September stood at 123-8 
against 115-1 in August and 148-4 in September, 1939. Figures for the 9 
months ended September indicated a gain of 9-6 p.c. over the corresponding 
period of 1939. 

The index of employment on the base of 1926 =100 rose to 136-2 on Octo-. 
ber 1, a new high point during the period of observation from January 1929 
to the present time. The outstanding feature since the outbreak of hostilities 
has been the great expansion in manufacturing in which activity in recent months 
had risen to unprecedented levels. From the first year of the war, the number 
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of persons on relief in Canada dropped 50 p.c. as observed at the end of September 
from the same date of 1939. There was also a reduction of 26-6 p.c. from the end 
of August. The total number of persons on relief was 270,000, which was a 
reduction of 65-1 p.c. from the peak of the year reached in March. Employable 
persons on relief at the end of September were 52,500, a decline of 58-1 p.c. 
from the same date of last year. There are now about 11,000 persons employed 
throughout Canada in the aircraft industry, which in the last three months has 
made a total of 645 airplanes available for Canadian use. Orders placed on 
Canadian account during the three months totalled more than $35 million in 
addition to the purchases for the United Kingdom, New Zealand and Australia. 

Immigration to Canada declined 43-9 p.c. during the six months ended 
September 30, last, as against the same period of 1939. 

Canada’s export trade for October was slightly greater than in September 
and about $12-5 million or 13-8 p.c. in excess of the same month of 1939. 
Exclusive of gold, domestic exports reached a value of nearly $103 million, the 
fourth highest monthly total since the beginning of the war. The export trade 
of both Canada and the United States is being concentrated more and more, 
as the war progresses, on the shipments to Great Britain and other parts of the 
Empire. 

The British Treasury called for delivery of a number of Canadian securities 
owned by residents of the United Kingdom. The principal issue affected was 
a sterling obligation, namely, Grand Trunk Railway 4 p.c. perpetual consolidated 
debenture stock, outstanding to the amount of £24-6 million. Payment of 
interest on this issue is unconditionally guaranteed by the Government of Canada. 
A vesting order also covers relatively small British holdings of certain issues of 
the Canadian National Railways, and a miscellaneous list of bonds and stocks 
of Canadian corporations. 

Dominion Government revenues in October amounted to nearly $60 million 
and expenditures to $127-6 million. A year ago the income amounted to $39-9 
million and expenditures to $57-0 million, leaving an excess expenditure of 
$17-1 million. The latest month’s totals brought the revenue for the seven 
months of the present fiscal year to $443-1 million and expenditures to $569 
million. A deficit of $118-7 million was shown in the public accounts for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1940. Total expenditures for the year amounted to 
$680-8 million and total revenues from all sources to $562-1 million. War 
expenditures amounted to $118-3 million, and brought the net Dominion debt 
as of March 31, 1940 to $3,271-3 million. 

Returns from the National Defence Tax so far this year indicate the Budget 
estimate of $35 million to the Dominion Treasury would be realized. About 
$6-5 million was collected from this newest levy on personal incomes in the 
months of July and August. This amount excludes collections on interest and 
dividends as well as on salaries and wages. 

Canadian provincial and municipal bond financing in October was active 
with a total of $32-7 million being sold. Strong demand for high grade issues 
enabled satisfactory sales of new issues by the Provinces of Ontario, Nova Scotia 
and the city of Toronto. The Province of Quebec recently offered a new issue 
of $21-6 million for a sinking fund and serial debentures. The purpose of the 
issue was for the refunding of loans heretofore effected by the province aggregating 
$22 million, principal amount maturing October 1, 1940. Ontario had a new 
issue of $16 million Province of Ontario bonds, of which $6 million are 2 p.c. 
maturing serially one to five years, and $10 million are ten-year 3} p.c. callable 
in eight years. The issue was entirely for refunding purposes. A syndicate 
offered for sale Province of British Columbia debentures to the amount of 
$5,051,000 of 4 p.c. non-callables, maturing November 1, 1950. The issue was 
offered at 99 and accrued interest to yield about 4-125.

SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN OCTOBRE 


La situation économique, déterminée par la moyenne des six facteurs majeurs, s’amé¢liore 
en octobre en regard du mois précédent. Le changement frappant est l’augmentation marquée 
des dépéts bancaires. Ils s’accroissent brusquement au début du mois et atteignent, aprés ajuste- 
ment saisonnier, un niveau qui équivaut 4 peu prés 4 celui du commencement de février. A cette 
époque ils ont touché leur maximum dans l’histoire bancaire du Canada. 

Les actions ordinaires en octobre rétrogradent de la cime temporaire atteinte le mois pré- 
cédent. La guerre se refléte dans le mouvement des cours des valeurs spéculatives. Les titres 
ont monté les deux premiers mois des hostilités, tandis qu’une réaction considérable s’est. produite 
en mai et en juin. Il y a eu une reprise modérée depuis ce temps, mais le niveau actuel est bien 
inférieur A celui que l’on a observé entre les guerres et inférieur également.d la moyenne de l'année 
de base, 1926. 

Les prix de gros continuent de s’orienter 4 la hausse en octobre, mais leur niveau a été remar- 
quablement stable depuis le début de l’année. Le changement le plus spectaculaire en ces der- 
niéres années s’est produit au cours des quatre derniers mois de 1939. En dépit de cette avance 
le niveau de 1940 est un peu inférieur & celui de 1937. 

Bien que les obligations de tout repos aient réagi d’une facon marquée pendant le premier 
mois de guerre, elles se sont ensuite orientées vers la hausse. Leur niveau actuel équivaut 4 peu 
prés A celui des premiers mois de 1938. 

En octobre les opérations commerciales s’éloignent du maximum atteint le mois précédent. 
Les facteurs indiquant la marche de la production minérale sont pour la plupart réactionnaires 
le mois sous revue. Les expéditions de métaux communs sont moins considérables et les exporta- 
tions d’argent déclinent de 1,383,000 onces fines 4 1,163,000. La production de charbon s’établit 
& 1,708,000 tonnes comparativement 4 1,343,000, mais l’augmentation est moins que normale 
pour la saison. 

La production de denrées alimentaires prend beaucoup d’expansion en octobre et l’indice 
monte de 120 4 131. La minoterie fonctionne 4 plus grand rendement. La production de sucre 
se place 4 92,200,000 livres contre 71,300,000. L’indice des abatages inspectés s’établit 4 227 
comparativement & 206 et il y a des avances dans les trois principales catégories. Les abatages 
de pores s’élévent & 631,000 tétes, 4 rapprocher de 438,000, et l’indice avance d’environ trente 
points 4 291. La diminution de la production de beurre de crémerie est moins que normale pour 
la saison, ce qui fait passer l’indice de 139 A 148. La consommation de coton brut, indiquant la 
situation des textiles, fait voir une avance un peu plus que normale pour la saison; le total est 
de 16,700,000 livres contre 14,300,000 en septembre. 

L’industrie forestiére dans l'ensemble est moins active que le mois préecédent. La produc- 
tion de papier A journal, toutefois, accuse une légére augmentation aprés ajustement saisonnier, 
le total étant de 309,957 tonnes comparativement A 282,322. Les exportations de madriers et 
planches diminuent de 277,000,000 de pieds 4 241,000,000. La production d’automobiles, y com- 
pris les véhicules pour fins de guerre, grimpe de 15,475 unités 4 21,151; mais cette augmentation 
est moins que normale pour la saison. Les nouvelles affaires dans l'industrie du batiment dé- 
clinent brusquement en octobre; le total est: de $26,400,000 en regard de $52,300,000. Les charge- 
ments s’élévent 4 280,641 wagons contre 252,425 et l’indice avance de 81-9 A 83-1. 

La deuxiéme estimation de la récolte canadienne de blé pour 1940 est placée A 547,200,000 
boisseaux, déclin de 13,900,000 boisseaux par rapport A la premiére estimation publiée le 4 sep- 
tembre. Cette diminution est surtout attribuable A la plus faible récolte de l’ Alberta, d’aprés les 
résultats de la moisson. La récolte de l’Alberta est maintenant estimée & 190,000,000 de bois- 
seaux, diminution de 13,000,000 de boisseaux en regard de l’estimation précédente. L’estima- 
tion pour la Saskatchewan demeure sans changement A 260,000,000 de boisseaux; la récolte du 
Manitoba est placée & 70,000,000 de boisseaux, soit 1,000,000 de moins que la premiére estima- 
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tion. Les emblavures de blé d’automne sont estimées 4 555,000 acres, diminution de 32 p.c. par 
rapport aux 816,000 acres en 1939. On rapporte que les conditions au 31 octobre s’établissent 
4 91 p.c. du rendement moyen & long terme par acre comparativement a 98 p.c. l’an dernier. 


On a récemment annoncé des accords entre la Grande-Bretagne et le Canada en vue d’aug- 
menter les ventes de bacon, de fromage et d’autres produits alimentaires 4 $105,700,000 et de 
continuer 4 exporter de fortes quantités de blé. En vertu du nouveau contrat, les livraisons 
minimums comprendront $67,300,000 de bacon Wiltshire et $2,000,000 de sous-produits. Le 
contrat relatif au fromage prévoit la livraison de 112,000,000 de livres 4 14-4 cents la livre a 
Montréal. Des arrangements ont été faits pour vendre sur le méme marché plus de $12,000,000 
de poisson frais et en boite. Il y a également un contrat pour la vente de fruits en boite et de 
miel pour une valeur de $4,500,000. 


Depuis 1934 les dettes agricoles ont été réduites de $85,300,000, par suite de l’action de la 
loi d’arrangement entre cultivateurs et créanciers. Depuis l’adoption de cette loi 46,077 fermiers 
ont fait des demandes pour ajuster leurs dettes et 40,440 cas ont été revisés. Les dettes formaient 
un total de $234,900,000. Les agriculteurs ont bénéficié annuellement d’une diminution d’in- 
téréts de $6,600,000. 

Pour fins de défense, un volume additionnel d’eau est détourné 4 Niagara Falls pour la pro- 
duction d’énergie électrique. Cette diversion est 4 la condition que la province d’Ontario en 
détourne une quantité égale du bassin de la riviére Albany dans le systéme des Grands Lacs. 
Cette condition étant acceptée, la dérivation de 5,000 pieds cubes d’eau & la seconde 4 Niagara 
a été autorisée. 

Les papeteries canadiennes fonctionnent 4 81-5 p.c. de leur capacité en octobre, augmenta- 
tion de 10-3 p.c. sur l’an dernier. Les expéditions aux consommateurs des Etats-Unis se placent 
& 213,705 tonnes contre 218,989 tonnes en septembre. La production canadienne au cours de la 
période de dix mois s’éléve 4 2,883,562 tonnes et ne surpasse que de 10,800 tonnes les expéditions 
durant cette période. 

Les exportations de produits forestiers canadiens en octobre continuent de faire voir une 
augmentation importante sur celles du méme mois de |’an dernier; mais, refiétant l’augmentation 
des expéditions & la suite du déclenchement des hostilités, la marge d’amélioration est la deuxiéme 
plus faible de l’année. Le gain est de 21 p.c. comparativement 4 64-3 p.c. en septembre, 53 p.c. 
en aotit et 71-3 p.c. en juillet. 

Le 29 octobre on a annoncé qu’une fabrique était en construction dans la province de Québec 
pour la production de bombes aériennes de 500 livres. La production normale de cette fabrique 
doit étre de 100,000 bombes par année. Le programme A longue portée comprendra éventuelle- 
ment tous les calibres et tous les genres d’obus pour lesquels il y a une demande. IIs varieront 
en poids de 40 4 1,000 livres et comprendront des bombes & la dynamite ordinaires aussi bien 
que des bombes aériennes capables de percer les lourds blindages. 

Le volume du commerce de détail en septembre ne varie pas en regard de celui d’aoidt, 
mais il est de 3 p.c. inférieur A celui de septembre 1939. La moyenne des neuf premiers mois 
de 1940, toutefois, est de 14-7 p.c. plus forte que celle de la période correspondante de l’an dernier. 
L’indice non ajusté des ventes de gros en septembre s’établit 4 123-8, & rapprocher de 115-1 en 
aott et 148-4 en septembre 1939. Les chiffres des neuf mois terminés en septembre révélent un 
gain de 9-6 p.c. sur la période correspondante de 1939. 

L’indice de l’emploiement, sur la base 100 en 1926, grimpe 4 136-2 le ler octobre, nouvelle 
cime durant la période d’observation s’étendant de janvier 1929 4 l’heure actuelle. La caractéris- 
tique frappante depuis le début des hostilités a été la forte expansion de l'industrie manufactu- 
riére, dont l’activité au cours de ces derniers mois a atteint des niveaux sans précédent. Depuis 
la premiére année de la guerre, le nombre de personnes secourues au Canada a diminué de 50 p.c., 
ainsi que le fait voir la comparaison entre la fin de septembre et la méme date de |’an dernier. 
Il y a également une diminution de 26-6 p.c. par rapport 4 la fin d’aofit. Les personnes secourues 
se chiffrent 4 270,000, diminution de 65-1 p.c. en regard de la cime de l’année atteinte en mars. 
Les personnes employables, secourues 4 la fin de septembre, s’établissent 4 52,500, déclin de 
58-1 p.c. par rapport 4 la méme date de l’an dernier. Il y a maintenant 11,000 personnes em- 
ployées dans les avionneries canadiennes, qui au cours des trois derniers mois ont fabriqué 645 
avions destinés au Canada. Les commandes pour le compte du Canada durant le trimestre dé- 
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passent $35,000,000, en outre des achats pour le Royaume-Uni, la Nouvelle-Zélande et 1’ Aus- 
tralie. 

L’immigration au Canada a décliné de 43-9 p.c. durant le semestre terminé le 30 septembre 
dernier en regard de la méme période de 1939. 

Le commerce canadien d’exportation en octobre est un peu plus considérable qu’en sep- 
tembre et excéde d’environ $12,500,000 ou de 13-8 p.c. celui du méme mois de 1939. Les exporta- 
tions canadiennes (A |’exclusion de l’or) approchent $103,000,000, le quatriéme plus fort total 
mensuel depuis le commencement de la guerre. A mesure que la guerre avance, le commerce 
d’exportation du Canada et des Etats-Unis se concentre de plus en plus sur les expéditions a la 
Grande-Bretagne et aux autres parties de l’Empire. 

Le Trésor britannique a demandé livraison d’un certain nombre de valeurs mobiliéres cana- 
diennes détenues par des résidants du Royaume-Uni. La principale émission visée a été celle 
d’obligations perpétuelles 4 p.c. du Grand Tronc en cours pour une valeur de £24,600,000. Le 
paiement de |’intérét sur cette émission est garanti sans condition par le Gouvernement du Ca- 
nada. Le méme ordre porte également sur les porteurs britanniques de certaines émissions du 
Canadien National et sur une liste d’obligations et d’actions de diverses corporations canadiennes. 

En octobre les recettes du Gouvernement fédéral s’élévent 4 prés de $60,000,000 et les dé- 
penses, 4 $127,600,000. Il y a un an les recettes se placaient 4 $39,900,000 et les dépenses se 
chiffraient 4 $57,000,000, soit un excédent de dépenses de $17,100,000. Les chiffres du mois 
dernier portent les recettes des sept premiers mois de l’exercice financier courant 4 $443,100,000 
et les dépenses, 4 $569,000,000. Les comptes publics laissent voir un déficit de $118,700,000 
pour l’exercice financier terminé le 31 mars 1940. Les dépenses totales de l’année se chiffrent 
& $680,800,000 et les recettes totales provenant de toutes sources, 4 $562,100,000. Les dépenses 
de guerre s’élévent 4 $118,300,000 et portent 4 $3,271,300,000 la dette nette du Dominion au 
31 mars 1940. 

Les recettes dérivées de la taxe de la Défense Nationale jusqu’d date cette année révélent 
que l’estimation budgétaire de $35,000,000 destinée au Trésor fédéral se réalisera. Ce nouvel 
impét sur les revenus personnels a rapporté environ $6,500,000 durant les mois de juillet et 
d’aoit. Ce montant ne comprend pas les perceptions sur les intéréts et les dividendes de méme 
que sur les salaires et gages. 

Le financement d’obligations canadiennes provinciales et municipales est actif en octobre, 
le total des ventes étant de $32,700,000. La forte demande de titres de tout repos a permis de 
vendre d’une facon satisfaisante de nouvelles émissions de la province d’Ontario, de la Nouvelle- 
Ecosse et de la cité de Toronto. La province de Québec a récemment offert une nouvelle émission 
de $21,600,000 d’obligations en séries. Cette émission a pour objet de rembourser des emprunts 
jusqu’ici effectués par la province s’élevant 4 $22,000,000, dont le montant principal est échu 
le ler octobre 1940. L’Ontario a lancé une nouvelle émission de $16,000,000, dont $6,000,000 a 
2 p.c. échéant en séries a la fin d’un ou cing ans et $10,000,000 a 3} p.c. 10 ans rachetables en 
huit ans. L’émission a entiérement servi pour fins de remboursement. Un syndicat a offert en 
vente des obligations de la Colombie Britannique pour une valeur de $5,051,000 A 4 p.c. non 
rachetables avant maturité, échéant le ler novembre 1950. L’émission a été offerte A 99 et l’in- 
térét couru pour rapporter environ 4-125.
